Country retirement neer the 
City. | 
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I now addicted my felt; to the 
reading of Hiſtory , and then tg 
take off the gravity. and. ſer1- 
ouſneſs of that ſtudy , to more.

and ſpoke promiſcuoully in the:

ment againſt that vile and im 


-pertinent falſhood, that 1 am 
of a moſt ſordid and baſe ex- 
tration in. this Kingdom , no 
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better then the Daughter of a 
Fidler at Carterbary. . 

That Blaſphemous lye was firſt 
broached in an Anonymous Li- 
bel , Entituled the Lawyers 
Clark, trappanned by the crafty 
Whore of Canterbury , but at 
whoſe inſtigation I could never 
tell, nor did I make enquiry, 
but at laſt ſpontaneouſly the Ro- 
guery diſcovered it ſelf at my 
being in cuſtody neer Newgate, 
where I underſtood the Devil 
and neceſſity with the Writer, 
and undertaker, were as inſtru- 
mental as the Devil and Co- 
vetouſneſs, in the Occafioner of

I know not what crime; offence 
or demerit of mine hath ren- 
dred her ſo averſe and intracta- 
ble as ſhe hath proved tomy de- 
ſigns, | 
Nor do the Modern and very 
late Times wane Examples of 
the like adventures. 1 could 
mention a Princeſs, and great 
Perſonage' out of the North, 
. who not long ſince came into 
my Country, and hath paſſed 
two or three tines between 
Italy and France , and keeps 
her defign yet undiſcovered,and 
1s the onely Lady Errant in the 
World. 1 could mention ano« 
ther of a far worſe conſequence 
.1n this Country, a _— OR 
| WHO 
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who followed the Camp. to the 
other World in America, &c. 
and was the occaſion of the lofs 
,of the deſigne.. Mine compared 
with thoſe are meer puny fto- 
ries, and inconfiderable, I net- 
ther concerned my travail in 
negotiatiog peace', Or carrying 
war,but was meerly my own free 
Agent. 

Nor can 1 be blamed for this 
courfe, for beſides the neceſſity 
and enforcements of forſaking 
my Country , without running 
into a more unſupportable con- 
dition .of Marriage then this [I 
am now in, (for my patience 
and ſuffering , and Continence 
I have,I truſt in my own power, 
and ſhall endeavour to keep 
them undiſturbed and uncor- 
rupted , what ever temptatiors 


or occalions, by reafon of this 
| un- 
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- unjuſt ſeparation, now are, or 
ſhall be put upon me hereafter; 
-but my life is not in my diſpoſal 
or preſervation, which IL had 
certainly endangered at home, 
if I had been bedded to him 
whom my heart abhorred:) and 
beſides other reaſons, which TI . 
cannot in prudence yet render 
to the World, the very civility 
and purity of my deſign , with- 
out apy luftful or vicious appur- 
tenant, would fairly. excuſe 
me.

Ambition and Afﬀection of 
Greatneſs to good and juſt pur- 
poſes was always eſteemed and

He pro- 
vided me a great Banquet, at 
which his Lord{hips mother was 
very fine dre{t , whoqueſtioned 
what 1 was. I told my Lord, 
That T . had received civilities 
from him , and he had the like 
from me , and that I had no we- 
ceſſaty to give any acconnt to any 
perſon what T was , for any thing 
that T intended; andthat if any 
deſier or affair of his required 
any ſuch thing out of convenience, 
or otherwiſe he might forbear it. 
His Lordſhip excuſed his mo- 
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thers inquiſition , by ſaying , 
$he Sar, > Mother , and that 
Parents did think themſelves con- 
cerned , in looking after the good 
of their Childrex. But (ſaid he) 
Madam, Wave all this, how- 
ever 1 will tjarry you to mor- 
row. What (ſaid I) my Lord, 
without my conſent : my Lord, 
I deſire your Lordſhip not to come 
near me any more , 1 will not ze 
under ſuch queſtioning and ſcru- 
tiny : Tour Lordſhip will be ſafe 
in following my advice, in wot 
coming at me any more.

(ina very penfive and melancho- 
ly manner, as if he bad been ar- 
raigned for not pay ing his reck- 
oning ) at the Exchange-Tavermn, 
and ſuddenly claſpt about my 
middle , od violently carryed 
me to my Chamber. 1 asked 
his meaning : He anſwered, 
That I had forbid him my preſence; 
that it had almoſt made himmad: 
that he defired nothing more of 
me, then but to let him look upor

very ſtrange geſture, fix his eyes

After my Lord had inſinuated 
his affeQions ſo far, that 1 be- 
gan to underſtand him, and did

ther Lovers to ſet forth the am- 
plitude of his Fortunes, and 
thoſe brave things he would do 
if I would finith his ſuit 3 among 
many other fineneſles and Gran- 
dures he would beſtow on me, 
I well remember , he told me 
that he had given order for a

mine own of all ſorts, for Neck- 
laces, Pendants and Bracclets; 
of admirable ſplendor and 
brightneſs. I was in a Prince- 
like attire, and afplendid equi- 
page and retinue , accoutred 
or publique view among all the 
great Ladies of the Court and 
the Town on May day enfuing. 
At which time in my Lady Blzd- 
worths Coach, which the ſame 
friends procured for my greater 
accommodation, and accompa- 
nied with the ſame Lady with 
| Footmen, and Pages, 1 rode 
to Hide-Park, in open view of 
that celcbrious Cavalcade and 
Aſſembly, much gazed upon by 
them 
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them all, the eximiouſneſs of 
my fortune drawing their eyes 
upon me z particularly that no- 
ble Lady gave me precedence, 
and cheright hand, and a neat 
Treatment after our divertiſe- 
ment of turning up and down 
the park. 

I was altogether ignorant of 
what eſtate my Huſband was,

It was one of my pretended 
husbands, by whom a Bill was 
preterred(but not foundzas I ſaid 
before) by Bul:ng the Brick-lay- 
cr, Upon whitſun- Monday, the 
 Ethof Jaure inſtant, the Gi Bil- 
ling came to Newgate, demanded 
of the Keepers to deliver his 
Wite to him. The Turn- Key , 
and other {ubordinate Officers 
of the Goal, told him, They had 
none of his \Vite, He infiſted 
upon it, and with-ſtood all deni- 
al, mentioned my name, and the 
particulars of my Trial, The 
Keepers remembring there was 
a former miſtake of the ſame 
perſon , given in Evidence on 
my behalt at the Trial, called 
one Grizel Hudſon a Convie, a 

retty Woman, and 1n good 
habit : the Turn-Key asked Bl- 
ling , Whether this was his 
Es Witez 
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Wife > Bill:ng replied, Yes; and 
askt her, Why ſhe did not come 
to him upon his firſt ſending for 
her > She told him, Thar the 
Keepers would not permit her to 
ſir out of the Priſon, in regard 
her Fees were not paid, Bling 
{aid , He would pay the Fees ; 
and whifpered her in the Ear, 
ſaying, Thar they had a minde 
to hang her ( meaning the Carle- 
tons) bur he would not proſecute 
her. True it was, he had pur in 
an Inditment againſt her, bur 
he could not help that, VVell 
Moll, (aid he to her, Have ye all 
your things 2 She ſaid, es, But, 
ſaid he, Moll, Why do you ſtay here a- 
mong#it ſuch witked company, Rogues 
and Whores 21. ſee their Irons about 


their Legs, V Vhy, ſaid ſhe, 1 have 


left ſome Liatmen tngaged in the Cel- 
lar. To the- Cellar the Keeper 
carried" them both 3 and there 
Bing lee a note under his hand, 
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to pay five ſhillings rothe Tap- 
fter : VVhich Note he hath to 
produce,to ſatisfic any that ſhall 
make . further Enquiry in this 
particular, 

He further ſaid, That ſhe had 
cheatcd him of fourrcy pounds , 
and that he would pawn the 
Leaſc of his houſe, rather then 
ſhe ſhould want Money, al- 
though ſhe was a wicked Rogue, 
if ſhe would but live with him ;

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they were 2 He ſaid, She had ſtol- 
len from his Daughter a Knife 
and a wrought Sheath, a Hand- 
kercher,and a SeaPd Ring. With 
thar, the ſtanders by told him , 
that he was miſtaken , that this 
Gr;zell Hudſon was nor the per- 
ſon. Heſwore it was, and that 
he knew her well enough that 
he ſaw her in the Gate-houſe, and 
that ſhe knew whar paſſed be- 
tween us there : But, ſaid he, 
Moll, Thou art a cunning Rogue; 1 
defire nothing of thee Lut to be boneſt, 
and live withme; the which ſhe

This affront and indeed dif- 
erace [put tortheother; but am 
very forry the poor old Fellow 
ſhould: be abuſed {o by my Re- 
lations 3 the ſecond part Or 
worſe of the cheat of a cunnin 
Gypfie, who having inveagle 
his afte&tions, and ſct him on 

cdge 
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edge by ſome laſcivious geſture, 
entangled him in a marriages 
and for the better port and ce- 
lebtation of the Nuprtials , pro- 
cured him twenty pound from a 
friend of hers, for which he gave 
Bond, (the Duplicate of rhis ſto- 
ry) and when bed-time came, 
and the ruſty Bridegroom had 
prepared himſelt,he ran away in 
the dark with moſt of the money, 
and ſome odd things, as Linen, 
and the like, and never after ap- 
peared , till thoſe skilful Conju- 
rers of Grey Fryars ( #2 quo pecca- 
' Mus, 12 eo plefitmur; where my 
fault was in deſerting my firlt 
ſtation among the Religious, 
from the like demoliſhed place 
am 7 puniſhed ) raiſed up my 
white name, and made me per-

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all by the husbands title z quite 
contrary to the cuſtome of rhe

husband of one wife,theypur our 
of orders, and from all Eccleſia- 
ſtical funAion ſuch Clergy men, 
who by the Canon being bound 
to be married, are by death 
deprived of their wives ; ſo that 
their tenure to their Livings and 
Preferments clearly depends up- 
on the welfare and long life of .
